CHEROKEE INDIANS SUE. 
Want $25,000,000 From Uncle Sam For 
Lands Wrongfully Taken. 

The full blood Cherokee Indians are 
preparing ito instigate a sult against 
the United States government for $25,- 
000,000, That sum the Cherokees say 
is due them for property rights and 
money dissipated by the government 
and paid to whites and negroes who 
were not Cherokees, in the last 100 
years. 

The leader of the movement is Mrs. 
Susan Saunders of St. Louis, a three- 
quarter blood Cherokee, sixty-six years 


old and blind. In the action the major-» 


ity of the more progressive of the 
Cherokees take no part, being convinc- 
ed that the suit will be in vain. 

The principal claim of the Indians is 
for land in the Cherokee nation which 
has been allotted to negroes known as 
freedmen and to the whites who have 
married into the tribe. There are 
4,600 negroes who have been given al- 
lotments in the Cherokee nation. 

When the Cherokees went to the 
Indian Territory from Georgia in 1833 
to 1836 they tdok many negro slaves 
with them. These they kept the same 
as white slave owners until the close 
of the civil war. At the time of the 
war most of the Cherokees joined the 
Confederacy, and when the emancipa- 
tion of the slaves was declared the 
government decreed that the slaves of 
the Indians should not only “be freed, 
but should share in jal the tribal prop- 
erty of the nation.

WRAE IS CONVICTED

Jurymen Ering in a Verdict of 


Manslaughter, 


In a Calm and Dispassionate Review 
of the Evidence Mr. Justice Suth- 
erland Gives Jury Three Courses to 
Find Murder or Manslaughter or to 
Acquit the Prisoner—Sentence Will 
Probably Be Given To-day. 


Cornwall, Oct, 28.—The ury in the 
McRae case  yesterd af afternoon 
brought in a verdict of guilty of man- 
slaughter, ‘ 

Justice Sutherland in his address 
the jury made a calm and dispas- 
§lonate review of the evidence. He 
said there were three courses open to 
them—to find a verdict, either of mur- 
der, manslaughter or not guilty. 

The verdict of the jury was accept- 
ed in silence. The prisoner seemed. to 
be unmoved. He will probably be 
Sentenced to-day. 

R. A. Pringle, counsel for the de- 
fence, opened yesterday ‘ morning’s 
proceedings by a masterly address, 
which lasted one and three-quarter 
hours. He said that he felt the great- 
est responsibility in approaching the 
case and felt it would be a great privi- 
lege to do what he could towards sav- 
ing the life of F. R. McRae, 

He ‘believed he had just cause to 
ask for his acquittal. If the prisoner, 
in the handling of his own weapon, 
used ordinary care and prudence he 
was not guilty. 

The prisoner was a man of prom- 
inence in the community, and not a 
man of criminal instinets. It was 
not proved that Mrs. Magee left her 
husband on account of religious dif- 
ferences, but on her husband’s own! 
testimony, on account of his brutal 
treatment. In the pledge. she extract- 
ed in returning to her husband, she 
was only insisting on liberty of con- 
science, 

There was no ground for appealing 
to religious prejudices as against the 
prisoner. A man who would treat a 
woman as Magee had treated his wife, 
would not hesitate to perjure himself 
to gratify his spite against the Mc- 
Rae's. The letters written by Magee 
to his wife were a disgrace to any 
man. It was hardly to be wondered 
at that D. C. McRae become alarmed 
for the safety of his daughter and 
grandchild and took the steps that 
any man would take to protect them. 

All the Magee party were armed, 
and admitted they would have used 
their weapons to obtain the child. It 
was timg that the Magees and Con- 
stable Uren should be indicted by the 
crown for entering the McRae premises 
armed. Mr. Pringle wound up with a 
strong appeal for the acquittal of the 
prisoner. 

George T. Blackstock, crown prose- 
cutor, in closing, deprecated the bring- 
ing of religious matters into th: case, 
on which they had no bearing, and 
threw the onus on the defence for so 
doing. Nor was there any necessity to 
go into Dr, Magee’s conduct towards 
his wife, for which there was no ex- 
cuse. These were merely introduced 
to prejudice the jury. ‘ 

He then went into the story,of the 
shooting, remarking that he never 
knew a case on which there was so 
little real difference of opinion among 
the witnesses. On McRae’s own evi- 
dence that he had fired the shot that 
killed Shaw, he was a murderer, un- 
less he could prove that the circum- 
stances were such as to excuse him. 
This he did not do, said Mr. Black- 
stock. It was not manslaughter, but 
murder, and he asked the jury to find 
to that effect. 


“High Sign” His Undoing. 

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 28.—Charles 
Hollenbeck convicted of blackmailing 
a fifteen-year-old girl, recognized in 
the Judge, Wilson R. Gay, a brother 
member of a secret society. He gave 
the signal of distress, and sign of the 
order, and then wrote him a note. 

As soon as the judge realized the 
situation he reached for the code of 
the State of Washington, and discov- 
ering that the maximum sentence for 
Hollenbeck’s crime was five years, 
sentenced him to one day less, at the 
same time arraigning Hollenbeck 
scathingly for his crime and for giv- 
ing the distress signal in court.

“God and man are my witnesses 
that L have never had any other am- 
bition than to serve your august per- 
son and my country loyally to the best 
of my ability.’” 

The printer had just cleverly managed 
to interchange the two addresses. The 
cream of the joke was that it was uni- 
versally known how very little love 
there was lost between the king and 
the minister.—Strauss’ Reminiscences.

NATIONAL LAWS. 


Precious Documents Not Properly 
Guarded Against Fire. 

Statesmen tell us that this is a gov- 
ernment of laws and not of men, but 
if a fire should sweep through the Ii- 
brary of the state department on the 
third floor of the state, war and navy 
building the United States would not 
have any laws, so far as the original 
copies go. All the Jaws of this coun- 
try, from the days of George Washing- 
ton’s administration down to the new- 
est of all statutes; are in that room. 
They are written and printed on parch- 
ment and bound in volumes, being 
numbered in the order in which they 
reach the state department. 

There are no fireproof cases in the 
library. Neither {s there any fireproof 
vault. These unique documents are 
stored away in wooden cases which 
would readily make food for flames. 
There never has been a fire in the 
state department library, and no laws 
have been destroyed. There never was 
a fire in the capitol at Albany until 
it was swept by flames almost from 
top to bottom. While the state, war 
and nayy bullding itself is considered 
to be a pretty good piece of fireproof 
construction, its office furnishings and 
equipment vould readily be burned. 
Other departments of the government 


take better care of their documents 
than the state department does of its 
precious laws.—Washington Letter to 
Brooklyn Fagle:

The work done by the Cana- 
dians was pronounced so satisfactory 
that further repairs when the Corn- 
wall reaches England may not be ne- 
cessary.

NOT AFRAID OF CHOLERA. 


Professor Metchnikoff Says It Is Easy 

} to Avoid the Disease. 

The possibility of an outbreak of 
cholera in France led Professor Metch- 
nikoft of the Pasteur institute in Par- 
is to express his opinion on the sub- 
ject. Among other things he says: 

“Cholera is not dangerous. It is easy 
to protect oneself from it, I have 
lived in contaminated areas and never 
felt the least fear. The measures tak- 
en by the government are excellent, 
but I must confess I have only a mod- 
erate confidence in them. The only 
‘measures to be taken are individual 
measures. : 

“The strictest hygiene must be ob- 
served. One must wash often, but 
above all all drinking water must be 
boiled and all fruit scalded. People 
fwho say that raw fruit is dangerous 
make a very grent mistake. Let peo- 
ple eat their melons without fear. 
They run no risk. The only essential 
precaution is to plunge the melons in 
boiling water for a minute, for the rind 
may have fragments of earth on it con- 
taining the germs which propagate 
cholera. These germs will die at once. 
The same is true of all fruits. Chol- 
era and typhoid fever can contaminate 
any one only by means of the dil- 
gestive organs. The hands must there 
fore be kept perfectly clean and all 
foods carefully sterilized. 

“Another mistaken idea is that boll- 
ed water is easily contaminated. That 
is not so. Boiled water keeps its prop- 
erties for a very long time. It ts 
quite enough to keep it in a properly 
covered jar. Personally I prepare my 
supply of boiled water in sufficient 
quantity for two days."—New York

The Railroad Thought It a Good Thing, 
but the Commuters Kicked. 

“It's bromidic to say the Japs are 
pecullar little people,” said a traveler 
from the far east, “but they are just 
the same. There used to be a com- 
muters’ train running between Yoko- 
hama and Tokyo. The journey took 
an hour and the fare was a yen, or 50 
cents.

“Somebody in the operating depart- 
ment of the railroad had been inquir-

HIGH UP IN A BALLOON. 


Effects of the Intense Cold, Rarefied 
‘Air and Strong Sunshine. 

Drs. Steyrer and Fleming, who made 
a prolonged ascent in the balloon Ber- 
lin, conducted a series of experiments 
at great altitudes with special refer- 
ence to the physiological effects of ex- 
posure to intense cold and to hot sun 
rays in extremely rarefied air. 

Both professors were equipped with 
oxygen masks. At a height of 16,500 
‘feet they were obliged to inhale oxy- 
‘gen at intervals of from one to two 
minutes; otherwise they suffered from 
headache, heart palpitations and de- 
fective respiration. As they reached 
‘greater heights those symptoms in- 
creased and oxygen had to be more 
‘frequently inhaled. At a height of be- 
‘tween 25,000 and 27,000 feet Fleming 
‘fainted on remoying the mask for an 
instant. 

The effects of strong sunshine, in- 
tense cold and insufficiency of air gave 
jthe face a terrifying aspect, but the 
‘aeronauts felt apathy rather than any 
severe pains. Another effect was a 
‘feeling of cramp in the muscles, 

The sun’s rays acting in the rarefied 
‘air produced a swelling and reddening 
‘of the skin, accompanied by fever, and 
these symptoms reached their height 
‘forty-elght hours after the descent. 
' Among the experiments made was a 
test for the presence of micro-organ- 
isms. Of three tests, the highest, made 
at 15,000 feet, showed micro-organisms 
in the small proportion of from 0.2 to 
0.5 a liter (1.76 pints) of alr. The 
fourth test was made at an elevation 
of nearly 27,000 feet and revealed no 
germs.—Harper’s Weekly. 


Tubular Coiled Springs. 

Tubular coiled springs have been 
made by a French engineer, Francois 
Ernoult, and have given quite aston- 
ishing results, A Paris laboratory test- 
ed two steel springs of exactly the 
same appearance, one of solid wire 
‘and the other of tubing with a wall 
a twenty-fifth of an inch thick, A pull 
of 660 pounds stretched the tubular 
‘spring nearly three inches, the solid 
‘spring yielding less than one and one 
‘half inches, and the permanent de- 
formation of the tubular spring was 
only one-twenty-fifth of an inch, while 
a stretch of two and one-half inches 
left the solid spring permanently 
lengthened one-quarter of an inch. Be- 
‘sides being more flexible, the tubular 
spring is much stronger for like welght.

London, Nov. 18.—King George and 
Queen Mary started Saturday morning 
on a journey which has no parallel in 
the history of the British throne. For 
the’ first time a reigning Emperor of 
India is going there to be crowned and 
to receive the acelamations of his sub- 
jects. 

After saying farewell to their young- 
er children at Buckingham Palace the 
King and Queen, with their suite, 
drove in three open laudaus to Vic+ 
toria Station. The weather was typi- 
eal for a London November morning, 
a grey mist prevailing. 

The King, in the uniform of an ad- 
miral, rode in the first carriage. With 
him was Queen Mary in a blue dress 
and furs. The Prince of Wales and 
Princess Mary also rode in this car- 
riage, which was escorted by a de- 
tachment of the Horse Guards. 
Cheering crowds greeted the royab 
procession along the route to Victoria 
Station. The station, from which the 
public had been excluded, was filled 
with members of the royal family and 
prominent dignitaries.

Mapping Alaska. 

Previous to 1896 our knowledge of 
Alaska was crude and imperfect. The 
coast mountains were known, but the 
two great inland ranges, one of which 
contains the highest penks on this con- 
Unent, were hardly indicated on any 
mup. But owing to the labors of the 
geological survey all the larger geo- 
graphic features of that country bave 
now been outlined and a network of 
explorations has been extended over 
the whole of Alaska. There are no 
more mountain ranges to be discovered, 
although there are several yet to be ex- 
plored. Out ofa total area of about 620,- 
000 square miles not one-half remains 
unmapped and unexplored. The min- 
ing resources bave been particularly 
studied, and there {s no known mining 
district in Alaska about which the sur- 
vey is not able to furnish definite in- 
formation.—Harper's Weekly.

SIFTING MIAMONDS. 


Easy Wey They Locate the Gems In 
South Africa. 

Sifting ashes is 2 common process, 
but the sifting of diamonds is of re- 
eent practice and hus been success- 
fully in vse for 1 few months in the 
lately discovered fields near Luderitz 
bay, in German Southwest Africa. The 
process of recovering the stone is so 
simple as to be almost ludicrous. 

The negro boys, with blue goggles 
on, kneel down on the sand searching 
for the diamonds. They are furnished 
with spades, nnd with these they pro- 
ceed to fill an ordinary fine meshed 
sieve. A man will then take the sieve, 
give it a shake and plunge it into a 
bath of sea water. which bas the effect 
of hardening the contents, while at the 
same time, owing to the specific grav- 
ity of the diamonds, the latter fall to 
the bottom. 

The man then picks up the sieve and 
turns it over on to an ordinary deal 
table, and the diamonds are then, on 
the top. He takes an ordinary table 
knife, picks out the diamonds with 
this and carefully places them in a 
pickle bottle which stands by his side.

KING GEORGE |S A VOTARY OF 
DIFFICULT GAME. 


The Most Ancient of Contests of Skill 
Has Had Many Soverelgns Among 
Its Devoteos and Sometimes It 
Ended With Broken Heads—King 
Charles Played to the Day Hoe Lost 
His Head. 


If, as is reported, the King is be- 
yoming a votary of the game of chess, 
de is only following in the steps of 
many of his predecessors on the 
throne. The first Edward was almost 
as keen a fighter with castles and 
pawns as with his knights and squires 
t his back on the Soottish border. 

is wife, too, was little less skillful 
at the game than her lord; indeed, 
on one occasion, when she gave him 
one of his rare se he rewarded 
her with a present of a chess-board 
and men made of jasper and crystal. 
On one occasion his devotion to the 
game nearly cost him his life, for he 
had only just risen from the board 
when the centre stone of the ceiling 

fell on the very spot where he had 
been sitting. 

Whether or not players were more 
irascible in those old days than now, 
it is a curious fact that chess was 
often more stimulating to the Royal 
tempers than is golf in these latter 
days; and TNS a game peacefully 
begun ended in broken heads. When 
Prince Henry—afterward Henry I.— 
‘once paid a visit to the Court of 
France, a chronicler tells us, “he won 
so much at cheese of Louis, the King’s 
eldest sonne, as he, growing into chol- 
Jer, calling him (a naughty name), 
cand threw the cheese board and strake 
Louis with that force as drew blood, 
aand had not his brother Robert came 
in the meane time and interposed him- 
selfe, whereupon they suddenly took 
“horse and gat away.” 

King John, in his younger days, had 
a similar experience, for a game of 
‘chess in which his opponent was one 
Fulk Warine ended in a royal row, 
during which Fulk gave the prince 
so grievous a blowe as almost to slaie 
him on the spot.’’ John never forgot 
tthe blow, when later he came to the 
throne, by withholding his heritage— 
Wittington Castle—from him. ; 


CALLING DCYWN RAIN. 
How the Soudan District 
Provides Rain. 
It is interesting to note that in the 
Rezira district south of Khartoum, 
Soudan, Africa, whenever a drouth 
is threatening all the children 
sent into the fields and are made to 
clap their hands and shout vigorously 
The idea is that rain will be brought 
down, and the little boys and 
are kept out in the open at thi 
until the wished-for result has been 
obtained. This year there hava been 
rainstorms in superabundance in the 
district, so the children’s interee 
has not been repaired, or perhaps 
the abnormal rainfall is due to their 
vigorous action in the past. | 
In the arid, springless region of 
Kordofan, in the eastern part of Sou 
dan, Africa, the inhabitants have a 
novel theory in regard to providing 
themselves with a plentiful water sup- 
sly It is commonly known as te- 
beldi. These tebeldi trees are from 
10 to 25 feet in diameter. They grow 
to a considerable height, with trunks 
about 20 to 30 feet and fine branches, 
giving a vast amount of shade. 
Strange to say, the trunks are na- 
turally hollow and are thus used as 
cisterns for the storage of water. 
Should the cavities not be large 
enough the natives scoop them out 
further. An opening is made either in 
the side of the trunk near the top 
or right at the top where the branches 
start. In the former case the tree is 
filled with buckets from pools which 
are dug at the foot of the tree to col- 
lect the rainwater during the rainy 
season. In the latter case the tree 13 
filled by nature when the rain falls, 
the branches acting as sort of gutters. 
At times the trees crack, but this 
occurs very rarely, and the trunks 
are no longer of any use as reservoirs. 
However, lately the resourceful na- 
tive has adopted cement as a means 
of stopping up the »rack and large 
numbers of tebeldis have been repair- 
ed in this manner. Curiously enough 
the presence of such a larg quantity 
ef water in the trunk in nowise 1m 
redes its growth, and it is certainly 
bne of the most ingenious devices of 
nature for circumventing a natura:

‘mate, in a fit of passion he swept 
‘bord, pieces and all, off the table, 
slapped his opponent in the face and 
walked out of the room.

band dearly. Ferrand, Count of Flan- 
_ ders, was in the habit of playing with 
his Countess, and was ungallant 
enough to win almost every game. 
This constant and almost inevitable 
defeat so disturbed the lady, that in 
time she conceived a positive hatred 
‘of her victor—to such an extent that 
when he was taken prisoner at the 
Battle of Bouvines she refused point- 
‘blank to procure his release.

BANANAS. 


Tea and Alcohol Made From the Skins | 
—Other Uses. 
Why do we go to China, Japan and 
India for tea to be used in this coun- 
try when there are so many banana 
skins going to waste? From the ba- 
nanas itnperted into this country an- 
nually and consumed here in every 
household there is contained in the 
peeling or skin the necessary ingredi- 
ents for an excellent tea, superior to 
vith an aro- 
ma of the banana and just enough of 
tannic acid (like the caffeine in cof- 
fee) to make the tea drinker come 
back for another fresh cup. 

Benana peelings may be Jaid aside 
until there is a generous supply of 
them, then they should be put in a 
pan into an oven, the heat turned on 
and toasted until they become a black. 
brown. Tea made in this manner 
saves much money and is clean, 
Many other products are made from 
bananas. On the plantation from 
which the fruit is exported the peel- 
ings are gathered as they are taken 
off the banana and thrown on elevator 
buckets that empty into the converter 
or digestor, which means to be boiled 
under pressure in a large boiler and 
when it is cooked sufficiently the 
starches in the stalk and peelings is 
converted into a grape sugar and this 
sugar turned to account in the form 
of a vapor is passed through a worm 
and condensed by means of cold water 
being thrown on it, the alcohol being 
of the purest. By exacting chemists 
it is branded as superior to the alco- 
hol taken from grains. The net whole- 
sale cost of this does not exceed in 
quantities four cents per gallon. The 
main or trunk stalk of the bunch is 
always used with the peeling in this 
process, 
In the process of distillation the 
tannic acid is all saved and this by- 
product goes to the tanneries. In the 
stalk or trunk of the plant there is 
contained a dye stuff which makes 4 
very indellible black.

MODERN GRAIN ELEVATORS. 


One Big One Has a Capacity of Ono 
Million Bushols.

building. Nowadays the practice is to 
put the machinery in a separate bulld- 
ing and store the grain in large tanks 
connected with the machinery bullding 
by belt Thero is little 
doube that the old fashioned grain ele- 
yator with all its objectionable fea- 
tures is a thing of the past. 

In the modern grain tank of hollow 

terra cotta, bullt circular in shape, the 
walls gonsist of blocks six inches in 
Mieped and eight inches in height, 
provided on the ouside with tiles two 
inches thick and twelve inches high 
(the furring tiles overlapping the 
smaller blocks), making a wall eight 
inches thick, the whole re-enforced by 
pairs of steel tension bands running 
through the walls at frequent inter- 
vals. The steel tension bands are im- 
bedded in a cement grouting, and the 
outside furring is applied with cement 
mortar. The foundation walls and 
base are made of concrete. 
One of these elevators has a ca- 
pacity of 1,000,000 bushels and con- 
sists of twenty-four tanks twenty-four 
feet in diameter inside and 100 feet in 
height, with a steel operating house 
at one end 42 by 70 feet, containing all 
the machinery for filling and emptying 
the tanks, There is nothing in the 
construction of this plant to burn. All 
the machinery is driven by electricity 
from an adjacent public generating 
station.—Chicago Record-Herald.

She was a 
woman of exceptionally fine character 
and generous nature, ‘The family con- 
sisted of four sons and two akeghiters 
of whom two sons and one daughter 
have been called to their reward. All 
the children inherited the physical 
strength and natural endowments of 
their parents, They were all fine ro- 
bust types of manhood and woman- 
hood. 

Many of the incidents recorded in 
Sir Gilbert’s book are based upon fact, 
colored by the imaginative character 
of the author’s mind.

The Bering Strait Tunnel. 

Russian officiais bave brought up che 
question of tunneling Bering s rait 
again. It is.elaimed that the truns- 
continental lies of the United Stairs 
and Canada can be connected by :1 
continuous rai] to the tip of Cape Prince 
of Wales. The Siberian railways can 
be built to the edge of Bast cape. The 
strait between is only thirty-six miles 
wide, and the greatest depth of water 
is only about 180 feet. Islands in the 
middle of the strait would divide the 
tunnel into two parts, each of which 
would be shorter than the proposed 
tunnel under the strait of Dover and 
only twice as long as the existing tun- 
nel under the Alps at St. Gothard. Some 
day a man may start at the Atlantic 
coast and go all the way by rail either 
south to the strait of Magellan or west 
to Lisbon. 


Uncle Sam’s Aerial Forces. 

General James Allen, chief of the 
United States signal corps and head of 
the army's aviation division, predicts 
that within a year this country will be 
as far advanced as any nation in 
strength of aerial forces. He hopes by 
the end of that period to have twenty 
aeroplanes, operated by forty officers. 
“We have established one of the best 
nerodromes in the country at College 
Park, M4.,” said General Allen. “The 
six officers practicing flying there are 
making very creditable progress, in- 
cluding the breaking of a few world's 
records once in awhile. We are plan- 
ming to have regular maneuvers, such 
as are conducted by soldiers on land. 
The aeroplanes wiil go up in fleet 
formation, or should I say ‘flock for- 
mation?’ ”—New York Journal. 


Electroplating Glass. 

‘A German has discovered a process 
for the decorating of glassware and 
porcelain with electroplate designs. 
Finely powdered graphite is added to a 
solution of alkaline silicate, in which 
the powder remains suspended. A de- 
sign traced with this on the porcelain 
forms a conductive coating on which 
an electroplate deposit can be made in 
the usual way, Silver is usually em- 
ployed, though nickel may be used. 
Platters, bowls, tea sets, coffee sets, 
tureens and other dishes of porcelain 
can be ornamented.—London Standard.

To Improve Game Fishing 


Mr, J. N. Hurley, Fishery Inspector 
of the Bay of Quinte District, was in 
‘town Tuesday. In the evening a num- 
ber of citizens met the Inspector for 
the purpose of conferring with him as 
to the best means of preserving and 
increasing the supply of game fish in 
the waters of Moira lake. 

The Inspector stated that the waters

He ascribed the present scarcity of

spawn of pickerel, bass and maskin-

Higher Pay for the Volunteers 


The men who go into camp at King- 
ston (or Barriefield) next summer, will 
probably be better paid than they 
have been. The Ottawa Journal says: 
One of the most drastic, important 
and far-reaching reforms to be inaug- 
urated by the Militia Department, 
under its new executive, is the grant- 
ing of an increase of 100 per cent. in 
pay to the rank and file. 

Heretofore the minimum wage for 
privates was fifty cents per day; the 
intention is to increase this to $1.00 
per day. 

Another change proposed to increase 
the general efficiency of the militia is 
the lengthening of the annual summer 
camp. Formerly: the time spent in 
the different provincial camps wes 
twelve days: this will be extended to

{plished, and so do I, but neither of 
us can profit by this knowledge. 

Suppose, for instance, I decided to 
turn traitor, and went to a rivil 
magician with the secrets I hold. 
Even if he consented to purchase 
them, and to retain me in his em- 
ploy, it is not likely that he would 
trust « man who had already proved 
a traitor to one master. 

Tt would not be long before my 
name became known throughout the 
theatrical profession as one who had 

iven uway secrets, and I should soon 
be out of work without a character 

As a matter of fact, illusionists take 
pretty good care that their secrets du 
uo leak out, When a well-known 
conjurer is perforining, he will allow 
‘no one on the stage except his own 
men, the Wings and back part of the 
stage being curtained off so that the 
‘people in the wings are utterly in the 
Sart as to how the various tricks are 
accomplished. 

Tn spite of these precautions secrets 
do occasionally become known 
through the working of a trick; but, 
as a rule, illusionists take ample pre- 
cautions. 

I am very well paid for my services, 
and honestly earn my money, for 1 
am an expert conjurer myself, and 
play nearly as important a part in 
some illusions as my employer. Be- 
‘sides my work on the stage, IT am re- 
sponsible for the mechanical appari- 
tus we employ, and have to get each 
trick into perfect working order before

It has been shown that oil with a 
flash point of 239 degrees Fahrenheit 
will not ignite if fired into with a 
shell, and if dynamite \u exploded in 
a reservoir of this oil it only throws 
up jets of ofl which do not ignite The 
only dangerous liquid fuel olls are 
those which have not parted with their 
volatile, inflammable gases, such as 
absolutely crude oils. In all ordinary 
commercial fuel oils these portions 
are removed, and the oil is safe and 
contains no power of spontaneous 
combustion. Cil with a fire teat of 180 
degrees to 200 degrees Fahrenheit is 
as safe as coal, and {t will not ignite 
when stirred with a red hot poker nor 
when hot coals are thrown in it.

Briefly, the idea is to attach the cars 
to a kind of endless screw. The screw 
shaft would run for the entire length — 
of the line, but the thread would be 
widely varied. For instance, on the 
open stretches of line between the sta- 
tions the thread would be extended so i 
that speed would be increased to its 
highest point. On the sections in which 
there were stations, however, the 
thread would be compressed, so that 
the train would slow down to a speed 
not exceeding three miles an hour. 

At this pace it would be possible for 
every passenger to enter or leave the 
train while it, was in motion, and, al- 
though there might be occasional stum- 
bles at first, the public would be speed-

MUZZLES ON DOGS, | 


They Kept Hydrophobia Out of Eng- 
land For Twenty Years. 

A pecuilarly forceful argument in 
favor of muzzles to prevent dogs from 
biting has Just developed in England, 
where, after twenty years’ immunity 
from hydrophobia, a case, of that 
dreaded disease has been reported. 
Robert Bowers, who had charge of a 
pack of foxhounds in Wiltshire, was mS 
bitten on the hand by a fox at the end 
of the run at the close of last season. 
The bite was not considered serious 
at the time. The wound quickly heal- 
ed, and Mr. Bowers soon forgot the in- 
eldent. 

A few days ago he developed symp- 
toms of hydrophobia and died in ag- a 
ony. 

Since the eighties there has been a : 
law in Wngland compelling the mus a 
zling of dogs and the quarantining for 
three months of all dogs entering the 
country. Unpopular as that law was 
and still is, tt has undoubtedly been 
productive of much good, During the 
past twenty years, with the exception 
of the case of Mr, Bowers, there has 
not been a case of hydrophobia In that 
country. The disease was considered 
to have been completely stamped out. f 
It is held that if the fox that bit Mr. fi 
Bowers was suffering from hydropho- 
bin it could only bayve been infected 
through being bitten by a dog. The 
muzzling laws are being enforced more 
strictly than eyer now. —New York 4

Peru’s Cotton, 

In an article on the cotton produc- 
tion of Peru published in “Peru of To- 
day” J. A. Lavalle of Garcia says: 
“The harvests obtained from cotton in 
Peru greatly surpass those of other 
countries. Practically one may take 
as an average of Peruvian production 
per acre 484.4 pounds against the high- 
est average in the United States of 
America of 308 pounds, in Egypt of 
890.4 pounds and India of seventy 
pounds per acre.” Because of the great 
yleld and its “tremendous improve- 
ments” the writer thinks that Peru is 
the country “of all the world which of- 
fers the best conditions for the indus- 
try today, and these conditions are ca- 
pable of betterment not alone in the 
direction of increazed zones of cul- 
tivation, but in that of intensive cul- 
tivation as well.” 


Downfall on Vesuvius. 

On March 12 last a part of the rim 
of the latest crater formed on Mount 
Vesuvius fell in, and the descending 
mass, nearly 1,000 feet In length and 
80 In thickness, was so enormous that 
4 distinct shock of earthquake was fell 
around about the mountain. The acctl- 
dent has produced another change in 
the ever variable outline of the summit 
of Vesuvius, and the volcano is de 
scribed as now having the appearance 
of being decapitated, the crater look-

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~ CHEESE AS A FOOD. _ 


A Good Word For the Much Maligned 
Welsh Rabbit. 

According to uo circular Issued by the 
bureau of animal industry, United 
States department of agriculture, we 
Make a mistake in not eating more 
Cheese, Welsh rabbits and other 
cheese products. Concerning the value 
of cheese as an article of diet it is stut- 
ed that one pound of cheese has ne: 
ly the same food value as two pounds 
of fresh beef or any other fresh ment, 
It is worth as much as or more than 
a pound of ham and is more digesti- 
| ble. It is equal to two pounds of eggs 
or three pounds of fish. 

Heretofore, it is stated. cheese has 
seldom been regarded seriously by 
consumers of any class in the United 
States as a possible cheap staple food. 
All consumers of cheese, with very 
few exceptions, use it as a luxury in 
small quantities at comparatively rare 
Intervals. While in the aggregate a 
large quantity of cheese is eaten in 
this country, the total quantity is nev- 
ertheless almost negligible when com- 
pared with some other products of less 
food value and inferior palatability. 

Bxperiments conducted by govern- 
ment scientists associated with the de- 
partment of agriculture have led them 
to advocate the eating of cheese om- 
elets, macaront and cheese and even 
Warmed up potatoes cooked with 
cheese. 

“Cheese can no longer be discrimi- 
| nated against because of a suspicion 
‘that it is not a healthful food.” tbe 
| report concludes. “The absolute lack 
;of any disturbance of the general 
health of the subjects used in the ex- 
periments is proof that cheese can be 
eaten in larger quantities without dan- 
ger to health.”

Did you ever have the experience of 
walking down Main street with a man 
who is running for office? All the time 
he is bowing right and left to people 
you meet. Several times in a block he 
stop to shake hands with an ac- 
qualntance, 

“You seem to know every one,” you 
say to him almost enviously. 

“That's right,” he replies, not with- 
out some pride. “IL guess I do know 
everybody worth knowt!ng.” 

Yet how many people does he know? 
How many people do you know your- 
self? Did you ever try to figure it out? 
What proportion of the people in the 
United States do you know? Certainly 
you don’t know the one-hundreth part 
of them. Even the president of the 
United States doesn’t and couldn't if 
he kept traveling all the time, making 
a host of new acquaintances every day. 

To know the ohe-hundredth part of 
the people in this country would be to 
know in the neighborhood of a million 
persons. No; it is perfectly safe to say 
that there is no person in the whole 
world that knows a million other, per- 
sous well enough to call each of them 
by name. Think what a million means! 


people you know as fast as you could. 
If you could enuneiate twenty names 
a minute you would be doing marvel- 
ously well. Even at that rate, working 
steadily eight hours a day, it would 
take you nearly four months just to 
niime the people you know There isu't 
a memory in existence that would hold 
2 million names, 

Well, do you suppose you know a 
hundred thousund? Let's see; that 
would be about one-fifth of the popu- 
lation of Rhode Island. Imagine your- 
self sitting in the railroad station at 
Providence watching the people come 
No; that is hardly a fair 
test, for unless you live in Providence 
you do not know as many people there 
as in the city in which you live. Sit 
in your own railway station and count 
the people coming through. No matter 
bow well known you are or how many 
people you know, you cannot help but 
be impressed with the fact of how 


many people there are tha’ you do not 
know. If you know one in a hundred 


‘persons you know far more than the 


average. 

Let us try to get at it in another 
way. Yon make on the average, say, 
two new acquaintances a week. Of 
course there are weeks and weeks that | 
you make no new acquaintances at all, 
and then there are times, such as pic- 
nic week and vacation week and 
church fair week, when you meet a 
lot of people, so that two a week is a 
fair average. You have been meeting 
people, say, for twenty-five years. 


Is it possible that you know. only 
2,500 people? You thought the num- 
ber would be far more than that? 
‘But hold on. You don’t know nearly 
that many: There are lots and lots 
of people whom you knew twenty 
years ago that you don’t know now. 
You cannot even remember their 
names or what they looked like. 

Just sit down und try to remember 
the names of all the boys and girls 
that were in the same room in the 
public school with you. You cannot 
remember half of them or a third of 
them or a fifth of them. It Is safe to 
that of every two persons you 
met in all your life you have forgotten 
one. ‘The chances are that the num- 
ber o€ people you know by name ts 
nearer 1,000 than it is 2,000. 

Of course a preacher with a thou- 
sand members in bis church Is expect- 
ed to know them all by name. But 
all the same you will find him saying 
to his wife: 

“My dear, who was that young lady 
who spoke to us just know?" 

It is business, too, for a merchant to 
remember all of his thousand custom- 
ers, but very few merchants are able to 
do it. Possibly some of the politicians 
and public lecturers may know a cou- 


very few other persons know that 
many. 

If this estimate seems too low it Is 
easily disproved. All you have to do 
ix to take pencil and paper and begin 
putting down the names of your ac- 
quaintances, Start with your own 
family and then put down your cousins 
aod your cousins and your 
wire’s relations. Then put down the 
nimes of the people you know in the 
town you used to live in and the peo | 
ple you know socially.
